Washington, D. C, March 28, 1901.

ENGLAND. 

Report from London — Smallpox in Glasgow, influenza in London, and 
plague in Cape Town and Mauritius. 

London, England, March 16, 1901. 

Sir : I have the honor to make the following report for the week 
ended to-day: There has been a decrease in the number of cases of 
smallpox occurring in Glasgow, but on Thursday 19 new cases were 
reported, and there had been a total since the outbreak of 1,490 cases 
and 178 deaths. Gases still continue to occur in the towns about 
Glasgow. 

~Ko case of plague has been reported in Great Britain during the week. 
The reports of this disease from Cape Colony are, however, rather dis- 
quieting. The official report for the week ended March 2 states that 
there were 24 new cases, 2 deaths, and 4 suspects ; for the week ended 
March 9, 50 cases, 18 deaths, and 11 suspects. Several Europeans have 
been attacked, and a number of natives have been found dead from the 
disease. 

The rats are reported to be "trekking" from Cape Town in great 
numbers, and at Simonstown the rats are reported to be dying from 
plague. 

The official plagne report from Mauritius is as follows : The weeks 
ended February 28 and March 8, there were in the island 12 and 6 fresh 
cases of plague, and 18 and 5 deaths from the disease, respectively. 
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March 14, 2 fresh cases of plague are reported to have occurred in 
Perth, West Australia. 

The rumor of suspected plague at Southampton, published in the 
Paris papers, is probably without foundation. Extra precautions are, 
however, being exercised at that port in view of the large number of 
troops returning from South Africa. 

The number of deaths in London from influenza for the week ended 
March 9, is 39, as against 16, 32, and 35 in the three preceding weeks. 
There has been an epidemic of so-called influenza on board the naval 
training ship Brittanica, and in consequence the cadets have been sent 
to their homes, and the vessel will be disinfected. Influenza is reported 
to be epidemic in Dublin and I hope to be able to give facts in regard 
to this next week. In other respects the health of Great Britain is 
satisfactory.

FRANCE. 

Report from Paris. 

Paris, March 12, 1901. 

Sib : I have the honor to report that the statistics for the past week 
show a slight increased mortality in the city of Paris, viz, 25.8 per 1,000, 
as against 21.1, which is considered the average for this week. This 
can probably be accounted for by the damp, rainy weather which so 
suddenly followed the cold, crisp weather of the week before. This 
sudden change can be judged by noting the average temperature of two 
weeks ago, viz, 2.2° 0. below zero against 5.7° C. above zero last week, 
and a rainfall of 21.4 millimeters last week against 0.9 millimeters the 
week before. 

The number of deaths from influenza has suddenly increased. In the 
municipal report 28 were registered as against 8 for the previous week 
and 21 for the average of the same week during the last five years. It 
must, however, be remembered that a portion of these deaths may be 
due to the disease being better diagnosed than before. 

Smallpox and typhoid fever still appear on the report, but the latter 
has fallen below the average (8), as only 3 deaths were caused by it. 

Prom outside countries nothing of importance has been received, 
except news of the steady increase of plague at Cape Town, at Kara- 
kuga, Eussia (now on the decrease), and of the cholera at Singapore, 
Straits Settlements, where 13 deaths from that disease occurred during 
the last week of January.-
